Amphigastria caulina majora, lanceolata, 
apices pinosa, basi 4-7 cellulas lata, marginibus paucidentatis (vel spiniferis), dentibus 
papilla hyalina apicali notatis; cellulae amphigastriorum validae, cuticula striolatim 
verrucosa.
